It was denied that any body nf of- 


ficials either practices or connives at 
polygamy or that Mr, Smoot or any- 
body-of officials sought to place a law 
nullifying .enactments against pply- 
gamcins cohabitation. 


It is admitted that Such a law did 


pass the Utah legislature in 1901, but 
that many of the Mormon members 
voted against the bill and that it was 
vetoed by the governor and the veto 
sustained oy the legislature, a large 
majority of which were members of 
the Mormon* church. Mr. Smoot ad- 
mits the Charge that he is a director 
of Brigham Young's Academy, but al- 
leges that he is not familiar with de- 
tails of the employment of instructors.

Adoption of Clereland School Plan, 


He Thinks There Will Be 


Compromise. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 9.—-School Com- 


missioner Bonebrake has openly an- 
nounced his determined opposition to 
an adoption of the Cleveland school 
plan for the state at large. Bonebrake 
claims that the plan is too unwieldy 
for small cities, of which 62 In the 
state have only four ward*. He pre- 
dicts a'compromise'with,-the 
board 


plan of one member from each ward 
and three at large as the most prob- 
able basis. 
- 


Paris, Jan. 9.—Official advices re- 


ceived here today further convince 
those in the highest authority that the 
Russo-Japanese war crisis has been 
averted at least for the present, and 
that the situation is again brought dis- 
tinctly within the lines of diplomatic 
adjustment. 
Reports, 
chiefly 
from 


Tokio but also from St. Petersburg, 
give a clear view of the circumstances 
leading up to the sudden improve- 
ment in the situation. 


They show that the Russian answer 


actually reached Tokio the night of 
Jan. 6th, and proved to be the turning 
point. Prior to its receipt, Japan had 


making strenuous preparations 


for sending two divisions to southern 
Corea. The official reports establish- 
ing these preparations are beyond the 
slightest question, but. the note re- 
ceived on the sixth disclosed to Japan 
for the first time that Russia fully con- 
ceded Japanese paramount rights in 
southern Corea, Russia's concession 
tKus gave Japan practically what she 
had been preparing to assert by force 
and accordingly, military activity was 
suspended. As Russia's concession 
made unnecessary Japanese forcible 
assertion of a paramount position in 
southern Corea, the three days suc- 
ceeding Jan, 6th, gave an opportunity 
to the authorities at Tokio to consider 
and recognize Russia's concession. 


Whether it will be satisfactory the 


reports 'have not yet disclosed, but 
the suppression of military activity 
is regarded as removing the most dan- 
gerous aspect and as giving hope that 
Japan is likely to receive Russia's 
reply in a conciliatory spirit. It is not 
known whether Russia's 
concession 


goes to the extent of relinquishing her 
contention for a neutral zone across 
northern Corea, but it is understood 
that it relates principally to giving de- 
finite assurance of Japan's rights in 
southern Corea. Although reports of 
mediation continue to circulate, the 
authbritive statement was made today 
that no steps have been taken by 
France towards mediation. It is point- 
ed out that such a movement, if ad- 


ginate with Great Britain owing to 
their closer political relations. 


Foreign Minister Del Casse is ex- 


pected to return to Paris from Nice, 
today or tomorrow but his coming is 
not significant as relating to the pend- 
ing situation. 
The entire official and 


diplomatic community showed great 
relief today from the severe strain of 
recent days.
